Earl Fitzwilliam, who presided, said that Mr. Chamberlain, 
unlike other statesmen, ve:tured to tell the people the 
truth that all was not well with us. -He was the only 
physician who had proposed the remedy. The ex-Colonial 
Secretary, on rising, was received with great enthusiasm, 
He commenced his « h by recalling the main principles 
which are at stake. Free Prade was not an inspired 
doctrine. It was and is a policy broaght by reasonable 
men before the public. for their consideration, and 
adopted at the time because it» was suitable to the 
then existing circumstances and conditions, Was there 
any institution in this world where ever: thing was pro- 
yressing which did not require revision er sixty years? 
The great mistake of Cooden's policy was that it had'not 
led to foreign nations following our example. Those 
nations had digged and delved for themselves, and had 
shut us out. Now they were beginning to use the strength 
thus obtained to invade our markets. We were losing our 
Colonial trade, and, more even’ than here, the “dumping ” 
process was going on in the Colonies.

Prayer Stays a Panic.—The Cunard liner Umbria, 
on arriving at New York last week, reported that ske had 
experienced terribly bad weather throughout the voyage 
from Queenstown. On the night of the 9th inst. she met 
the roughest seas she has ever encountered. The stecrage 
passengers were ‘seized with panie, and for a time the 
position of affairs was extremely serious. Four hundred 
und fifty emigrants, who, for their own safety, had been 
locked in the stceraze, cried, groaned, and howled with 
fear; while the great vessel, piching and tossing in tke 
frightful seas, was barely able to make headway. ‘The 
ship's officers endeayoured to reassure the terrified 
emigrants, but without success. It was only when a 
white-haired German pastor went into the midst of the 
panic-stricken crowd. and prayed long and fervently, that 
the wailing of the women ceased and the men gradually 
calmed down.

meat must not be too fresh. A great many 
good housekeepers make their plum puddings 
nnd their mineemeat early in November. But 
here is a recipe—one of Mrs. C. 8. Peel's, uud 
she knows what is good. The ingredients are 
11b. of suet, 1 1b. of apples, ditto of raisms and 
sugar, 2]b. of currants, 2 oz. of citron, 207. 
of lemon peel, joz. of nutmeg, a very little 
mace and cinnamon. -Mix all the above well 
together, and a little brandy may be added, if 
there is no objection and the flavour is liked. 
‘This mincemeat, will keep for a loug time if it is 
pressed tightly down into small jars, and covered 
with bladder to keep out the air. 

In reply to a second question, I have not seen 
or tried the milk powder which I think I 
mentioned last week. , It may be most excel- 
lent, but I prefer milk from a good dairy for 
my own use.

Pulled Bread 


can be made by breaking stale bread into pieces, 
not too large or too small. Dip each piece into 
milk which has been slightly salted, and bake 
in a moderate oven until they become a light 
brown. If they are kept in a perfectly air-tight 
tin they will remain crisp for some time. If the 
bread is cut into even, thick pieces and done in 
the same way. you have ''rusks." They must 
not be too thick. Cut the bread as if for thickish

An All-Round Terrier, 


It is sometime since I was asked by a North-country | cut back in the leaders much as red currants are treated. 
| We have also seen the bushes absolutely neglected, in so 


&* the knife is concerned, the result being that ٢ 
bushes.become erowded and the fruit small. However 
desirable it may be to have red currants amd gooseberiy- 
bushes on a single stem, it is most objectionable practice 
for the black currant. The finest fruit ‘of this currant 
being produced on young wood, it is most desirable that 
we should encourage the bushes to make as nineh of this 
as possible. In order that this may be produced, it will be 
necessary annually—after the bush is once formed—to cut 
out some of thé branches entirely. In three or four years, 
where the bushes are doing well by a continual annual 
thinning out of the old wood to the base, young fat shoots 
will be encouraged, which will be fall of health and vigour, 
and will produce the finest fruit. Cut oldest wood back to 
2 in. or 3 in. of its base, and then from -the wood left, as a 
rule, young growths will start. Leave the young growths 
their full length, as if shortened they will often die back 


badly.
